Causing Concern 
In London 


New York, Nov. 13.—The 
New York Times said today 
that sales of transferable 
Sterling at prices between 
18 and 22 cents below the 
official exchange rate were 
reaching a value of about 
$2,800,000 (£1,000,000) a 
week in the United States, 


The revival of the internation- 
alomarket for transferable 
Sterllnag was causing concern In 
British Government circles, the 
hewspaper sald, 


In these sales the -Brit{sh 
pound was quoted almost unl- 
formly at $2.58 to $2.62, com- 
pared wtth the officinl dolar- 
sterling exchange rate of $2.60. 

The newspaper added that a 
flourishing market in transfer- 
able sterling ¢xisted in the 
United States before devaluation 
of the pound. Importers were 
the chief buyers of sterling at 
that time, buying at discounts og 
20 percent or better from sellers 
outside the sterling bloc who 
had no immediate use for thelr! 
British currency, . 

In its revised form, the New 
York Times said, the transferable 
sterling market Is being 
patronisecd mainly by exporters: 
who are willing to accept sterling 
at a disesunt of elght percent 
in payment for thelr goods, pro- 
vided that they can convert the 
pounds into dollars promptly.— 
Reuter.
